On the contrary, however, it should be remembered that despite the 
fact that local municipal units are the creation and, therefore, the creatures 
of a superior government, nevertheless local self-government is the bulwark | 
of the people and of all government, and with the extension of activities 
and authority imposed upon municipal councils in recent years is becom- 


ing increasingly so. 

Not only that, but in many matters closely affecting the lives and wel- 
fare of the citizens of the country, the major governments have adopted 
the custom of seeking the advice and assistance of local municipal repre- 
sentatives in an increasingly large measure. They regard them, properly, 
as the mouthpiece of the district they serve and more often than not defer

Easy-Going Teaching 
Severe Criticism Is Levelled At  Pres- 
ent Educational System 


One of the most severe criticisms 


which continue to be levelled at the | 


educational system of this province, 
says the Toronto Globe, is the in- 
adequate or ineffective instruction 
which is given in the correct and 
effective use of the English language. 

Following remarks of Mr. J. G. 
Harvie, chairman of the Orillia 
Board of Education, to teachers on 
the importance of training children 
in grammatical form, correct pro- 
nunciation and clear enunciation, the 
Packet and Times sa 
disposition toward 
easy-going carelessness in these 
matters which is earning Canadians 
an undesirable reputation.” 

This sentiment is echoed by the 
Ottawa Journal, which remarks: 
“Apparently we have not been overly 
successful in teaching this subject, 
and the schools continue to turn out 
young people whose sentences are 
muggy, Who are verbose where they 
should be concise, take too long to 
pass a given point, have no concep- 
tion of proper punctuation.” 

Of all the subjects at present on 
the curricula of both public and high 
schools there is none more important 
than those which may be included 
under the general term English. No 
other accomplishment gained during 
school years is so useful and so nec- 
essary to almost everyone in after 
life as the ability to write and speak 
well, 

Without a sufficiently 
standard, carelessness is liable to re- 
sult. There is also the fact that 
modern radio, moving pictures, and 
a great deal of magazine literature 
are very powerful factors for the 
teaching of mis-spelling, 
nunciation, slang phrases and other 
undesirable tendencies which — the 
teacher has to combat. It is not only 
a question of teaching correct Eng- 
lish, but it is also a case of having 
the pupil “‘unlearn’’ much that he 
picks up from sources outside of the

“Canadian wheat is not generally 
suited to the British market!” 

Such was the opinion of a leading 
British corn merchant concerning 
wheat from Eastern Canada in 1822 


“Manitoba No. 1 Hard is the 
highest quality wheat in the world!", 

But this was the opinion of the 
British Grain Trade in 1876 when 
the first shipment of wheat left 
Western Canada. 


What put this extra quallty or 
“strength” into Western wheat in 
1876 and what has maintained it 
there ever since? 

It is the result of probably tens 
of thousands of years of stored-up 
fertility in our prairie soil, coupled 
with much sunshine, and a small 
annual rainfall which, while sufficient 
to produce a fair yield to the acre, 
is not heavy enough to wash the 
precious nitrates out of the soil. 

As well it is the result of the 
activities of countless millions of 
workers, the micro-organisms that 
live in the soil, which transform the 
fertile humus and other elements 
into quality-making ‘‘soup,” rich 
in nitrates, that in turn make protein 
available to the plant.

There are cases pending in the Courts in which the question of 
the validity of the Act is raised. Until the decision of the 
Courts is rendered, it is natural that lending companies can- 
not be expected in the meantime to prejudice their rights. 
Companies have been and are still prepared, regardless of what 
the decision of the Courts may be, to enter upon negotiations 
and explore all avenues in an effort to arrive at arrangements 
fair to debtor and creditor, a course which was recently fol- 
lowed by companies doing business in the Province of 
Saskatchewan. 

Debtors should think over their position, and the doubtful 
security the Act might provide, before brushing aside the under- 
takings they entered into when they obtained their loans. Those 
who are not debtors should think what their position will be in 
a community where promises are lightly cast aside. Tf you can- 
not trust your neighbor—if your neighbor cannot trust you— 
what becomes of security and the basis upon which business 
and all other human relationships rest?
